‘‘Many put their butter and milk right next to the ice be- 

cause they think this is the coldest place, but, as a matter of fact, 
the coldest place is at the bottom of the refrigerator. Hot air

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rises, and air that is not being constantly purified by circulation 
around the blocks of ice soon are unfit to come into contact with 
the food. When the warm air in the refrigerator rises it earries 
with it impurities and moisture which are absorbed from the sur- 
face of the food, and which if allowed to remain in the air spoil 
the food. The air which is warmed by passing over the food comes 
in contact with the ice where the moistare is condensed upon the 
surface and the impurities are carried off by the melting ice. The 
air is thus dried, cooled, and purified. The cooled air immediately 
descends to gather up more moisture and impurities and thus the 
process is repeated continually. 

“‘Tt is advisable to allow heated food to cool off before placing 
it in the refrigerator. If put in when warm it raises the tempera- 
ture higher than it should go and melts ice unnecessarily. The 
trapdoor through which the meltage passes out at the bottom of 
the refrigerator should be kept in place, beeause if it is broken or 
lost a constant stream of warm air is allowed to flow into the re- 
frigerator.’’

“Treat the soldier like a man.” 


This is the advice to officers given 
by Major General David C. Shanks, 
one of the most prominent of the 
ranking officers of the Na- 
tiona! Army and an army veteran 
known to thousands in San Francisco 
through his service in the Philippines 
and in and near this city, says the 
San Francisco Bulletin. 

“In times past,” declares Major 
yeneral Shanks, ‘we have had _ in 
the American army too much of the 
loud mouthed, rasping manner tend- 
ing to humiliate the young soldier 
and lessen his self-respect. The loud 
and profane drill sergeant and the 
inconsiderate, overbearing officer do 








officers give to our civilian popula- 
tion a bad impression of army meth- 
ods. The war department has done 
everything it can to eliminate these 
evils. 

“Let officers treat the soldier as 
they would like to be treated were 
they in his place and he in theirs. 
I do not mean by this that the 
young soldier should be coddled— 
far from ti. But an officer can be 
exacting, can require the most punc- 
tllous observance of orders and 
regulations without nagging or irri- 
tating the men under his command. 

“Never put a young soldier in the 
guard house for the first. time if it 
is possible to avoid it—not until 
you are sure that no other course 
will answer. When you put a sol- 
dier in the guard house you run the 
risk of bringing upon him the feel- 
ing of degraration and discourage- 
ment, and you run the greater risk 
of injuring that great asset—his pride 
in himself. 

“Now there is no other influence 
that holds a soldier in the battle 
line so well as pride. It is pride in 
his name and in his fair rep- 
utation that holds him to his mark. 
A regiment which has earned a rep- 
utation for bravery wil! stick and 
fight on to death because of its

“TILL IT FEELS GOOD” 


Slogans and catch phrases are be- 
ing coined and used now as never be- 
fore in this country. and while 
there is a division of opinion re- 
garding their genera! usefulness, wie 
short and snappy ones go the rounds, 
and some are taken up and exten- 
sively used while others quickly get 
into the discard. Sometimes the 
rbvase, meant to be effective, eson- 
cially in one or another of the finan- 
cial “drives” has had more than a 
“punch’—and sometimes it fixes a 
limit—and either of these is admit- 
ted to be bad for the cause in point. 
For instance, Do Your Bit was said, 
sung, written, printed and painted 
on walls, in millions of places and 
millions of times, until some one 
discovered that the expressed limit 
was injuring the cause. A “bit” was 
interpreted to mean a single contri- 
bution or service and the “bit” ac- 
complished, all obligation to country 
and cause and allies was deemed 
cancelled. It has been calculated 
that. millions have been lost by the 
use of Do Your Bit because of its 
implied limitation. 

There was another slogan brought 
into the open more lately that left 
a bad taste in the mouth. Give Till 
It Hurts was the way some zealous 
patriot put it; and unless human na- 
ture has altogether changed since 
the war began, the very first contri- 
bution made after the order was 
spread on the boards “hurt” consid- 
erably. Suggestion is the most sub- 
tle of influences and the man or 
woman told to wear sackcloth and 
ashes immediately begins to feel the 
scratch of the rough cloth and the 
irritation of the ashes. Give Till It 
Hurts brought gifts to various funds 
for war urposes, but they lacked 
the blessing of hope and faith that 
had followed and crowned the con- 
tributions before. Then came Nathan 
Straus, of, New York, a _philanthro- 
pist who is not a “refawmer,” a doer 
of good deeds who is not intolerant, 
and he suggested Give Till It Feels 
Good, and truly this should be used 
in all of our efforts to make them 
effective. We have ample authority 
for declaring that “it is more blessed 
to give than to receive,’ and we do 
not need to repeat that “the greatest 
of theses (blessings) is charity,” but 
it does no harm, for time does not al- 
ter or diminish their forceful argu- 
ment. : 


Let us, then, in every good cause 
proposed, give until we feel good 
about it—-which means doing our 
very best. We don’t need to make 
it “hurt,” for that feeling comes on- 
ly when our acts are forced. Nathan 
Strau, a man who loves his fellow- 


man, has shown us how we can help 


and be glad.—-Hemet News.

WAR DEMANDS WOMEN’S AN- 


KLES BE MORE EXPOSED 

In order to husvand the country’s 
resources, women’s ankles must be 
more generally exposed. To conserve 
wool and cotton, skirts, we are told, 
should be short. Now the war indus- 
tries board says that, unless good 
reasons appear immediately for modi- 
fying the program, women’s shoes 
must be shorter. 

The new order applies to shoes 
both fabric and leather. The maxi- 
mum height of women’s shoes must 
not exceed 8 inches. Maximum 
height of button shoes for women 
shall not exceed 6% inches. 

In colors, women’s shoes shall be 
restricted to black, white and two 
colors of tan. Patent leather shall 
be black only. These color restric- 
tions do not apply to infants’ shoes. 

New style lasts are prohibited. 
Manufacturers are required to stick 
to the styles already in manufac- 
ture. Leather as linings for low 
shoes is discouraged by restrictions. 

Even the manner of boxing the 
shoes is restricted, for the conserva- 
tion of materials, and economy is 
urged in cutting leather, sending out 
of sample lines, and the use of low 
shoes in preference to the high cuts 
is advocated.

Prior 
to its adoption the justice court alone 
had jurisdiction in such matters, Be- 
ing the first ordinance of its kind in 
the state lawyers defending violators 
thereof vigorously attacked its con- 
stitutionality. The highest courts in 
the state sustained Mr. Duckworth 
So successful has been this ordinance 
| in cleaning out the blind-piggers and 


bootleggers throughout the county 
that it has become a_ precedent 
through the state—many counties 





having followed in the wake of Mr. 
Duckworth and adopted similar ordi- 
nances.
